AN ERRING ACTOR. 


His Wife Comes from England to 
Sue for Divorce. 


She Married Against Her Parents Will, and 
Now She is Sorry--Mrs. Osmond Tearle’s 
Charges Against Miss Ethel Arden--A 
Husband Writes Some Curious Letters. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEw YorRK, April 17.—Among the passengers 
who arrived in New York in the Celtic on April 
7 was a dark-haired, brown-eyed young woman 
who went to the Park Avenue Hotel and register- 
ed as Mrs. Osmond Tearle, Liverpool.

He opened a gaming place at 
17 Barelay street, and induced Carroll to come 
there and play. In the course of 30 days Carroll 
lost $35,000.

Star-Route Trial. 
WASHINGTON, D. C,, April 17.—Considering the 
unfavorable circumstances of the close, dark, 
illy-ventilated court-room, and the unusually long 
and tedious proceedings, the beginning of the fifth 
month of the second Star-Route trial found the 


court, jury and counsel looking well and in re- 
markably good health. All of the dafendants were 
present, a rather unusual occurrence, William A. 
Cook opened the proceedings with a statement 
which, be said, might affect the case under con- 
sideration. He had been informed = that 
notice had been served upon J. B. rrice reqguir- 
ing his presence in court to-day under pain of at- 
tachment. He presented a surgeon's certificate 
showing that Price was suffering from a cancer- 
ous affectation of the eye, and was unable to at- 
tend. Merrick replied that Price was unable to at- 
tend with his friends at the Government's pleas- 
ure. but In view of the facts as described by 
Cook the attachmeut would not be 
asked for unless it became abso- 
lutely necessary in order to comply 
with the forms of law. Ex-Postmaster-General 
James was then called tothe stand by the prose- 
cution, and requested to state whose signature 
was attache to telegrams shown him_ by 
Rerde)| on the train from New York 
to Washington in June, 1581, In- 
gersoll immediately objected because it was an 
attempt to prove the contents of telegrams with- 
out proper foundation. 

Merrick argued that the offer was proper, that 
the foundation had been laid.

swarm with people and yield its now dor- 
mant resources to commercial facilities pre- 
viously too remote, the empire of St, Louis 
commerce will stand in gigantic contrast 
with the narrower field to which Chicago 
will be confined by the British boundary line 
and the remoteness of rapidly growing dis- 
tricts from the range of her commercial at- 
tractions. If St. Louis has thus far so evenly 
divided with Chicago the tribute of Western 
and Northwestern growth, what must she 
-become when the tribute of Southwestern 
growth is poured into her lap and the water- 
way transportation of our great river system 
necessarily outgrows that between Chicago 
and the East?

Baltimore and Ohio and the Telephone 
and every other company to which we have 
given the free use of the streets. We have 
been too liberal to those companies, but it 
would be the height of stupidity to be still 
more liberal with them now and help them in 
fighting against competition, so as to give 
them a monopoly of (We business as well as 
a monopoly of the streets. 

The multiplication of poles and wires is 
only atemporary evil, and it is the only way 
of bringing about the ultimate remedy of un- 
derground wires. At the rate at which wires 
have multiplied during the pastfour years, 
it is safe to predict thatin four years more 
the absolute necessities of the situation will 
demand the placing of all wires underground 
in the down town limits, and the interest of 
the telegraph companies in the matter wil! 
be such that they will more readily 
to the pressure. But in the meanwhile it 
would be a mistake to discriminate against 
a bnew corporation, andeto allow the old ones 
to continue protected alike against competi- 
tion and against the danger of being com- 
pelled to remove their wires.

Inspector Byrne Makes a Desperate Attempt 
' to Break Up Gambling. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, April 17-—The possibilities and re- 
sources of the present police system in this city 
were demonstrated last night by Inspector Byrne, 
whose detectives, armed with warrants granted 
by Police Justice White, descended on seveD gam- 
bling houses ana brought the implements, which 
are worth $15.000, to police headquarters. The 
raids were urged by President French, who, 
speaking for himself and bis colleagues, asked 
Inspector Byrne yesterday {fit was possible to 
break up gambling in New York. Inspector 
Byrne replied that if he could act as he chose he 
could do much to bring about the desired result, 
and Mr. French tola him to act promptly and ac 
cording to his own judgment, addimg that the 
Police Commissioners were resolved to put an end 
to what appeared to be a svandal on their admin 
istration, as the reports recentiy made by officers 
in the P96 anyon ws set forth plainly that they 
knew of the existence of gambiing houses in the 
city, but were unable to break them up or to ob 
tain proper evidence upon which to take decisive 
action. Inspector Byrne, accompanied by Detec- 
tive Sergeants Hickey and Heidelberg, went to 
the Tombs Police Court and consulted Justice 
White, who, under the new code, can issue war- 
rants to seize all gambling implements in 

A REPUTED GAMBLING HOUSE 
on an affidavit reciting, on information and belief 
that the place is a common gaming house, Justice 
White consented to issue such warrants as were 
needed and affidavits were made by Hickey and 
Heidelberg, upon which, at police headquarters at 
6:30 o’clock, Justice White issued seven warrants. 
Inspector Byrnes had summoned all his detec- 
tives, but did not call in any officer not connected 
with the detective bureau. At 7:300’clock the 
detectives, in seven squads, left police headquar- 
ters, and atso’clock the descents were made. 
Each squad was sticcessful and encountered little 
or no resistance. The warrants permitted the ar-

RAMSDEN’S REPLY. 


He Tells a Harrowing Story of His Wifes 
Persecutions.

New YorK, April 17.—Edward Charles Rams.

she has brought. “I met Mrs. Ramsden,” he tes- 
titled, “in Constantinople in 1856.

1 had considerable money 
then, having just returned from the Crimea, 
where [had made $50,000 in supply contracts.

She had no money 
and never has had any thatIl know of except 
what 1 gave her. I removed with herto London 
ana finally to Dusseldorf, where l 
married her. She was very illiterate. 
We did not live happily, tor she was jealous and 
subject to vioient fits of anger. In 1859, when we 
were living in London, she was so unbearable 
that [had to separate from her, allowing her 
thirty shillings a week, but in abouta year toox 
her back again. I finally separated from her in 
1x64 because, when we were turned out of our 
pourding-house in Paris on account of ber be- 
havior, she refused to go with me to apartments I 
bad selected. After L had left her I was notified 


#hat she, with two children whom she reprsented 


to be mine, was in Paris, andthat she wished to 
see me. Upon tle first interview 

I DENIED THE CAILDREN, 
but subsequentiy { took her and the cnildren and 
the French nurse to London,where I provided for 
them. She ran me into debt and | was cuntinual- 
ly harassed by lawsuits. ‘I finally took the cnil- 
dren away from her and put them into an institu- 
tion where she could not fudthem. She had me 
arrested, charging that l had murdered the chil- 
dren. Then I revealed their whereabouts. From 
that time | have never seen the twius. One day I 
saw a votice in the London Timesto the effect 
that an English governess agéd 40, named Rams- 
den, was Wanted in Berlin on achargeof havino 
taken twochildren froman asylum. A somes 
was offered. Then I knew the true history of the 
children.

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OLD CASES 


ht Before the Criminal Court for the 
— Second Time. ° 


To-day Henry F. Ferris went to trial in the 
Criminal Court on a charge of murder in the 
second degree. Tuis is one of the oldest cases on 
the docket of this court, and grew out of a Dill- 
posters’ fight, which was carried on three years 
ago. On the 25th of June, 1880, the employes of 


two bill-posters met at the corner of Fifth and 
Cerre streets. This was one of the spaces in dis- 

ute, each claiming his right to use it, and each 
‘covering the other’s paper.” On the evening 
above meutioned both gangs met at the place, anda 
dispute arose which led io a general ficht, in 
which Henry F. Ferris, the boss of one of the sets 
of bill-posters, and Converse B. Dyer, a member 
of arival gang, participated, Ferris took up @ 
brick and struck Dyer on the head, Inflicting a 
wound that resulted in death a few days later. 
Ferris was tried, convicted of manslaughter, and 
sentenced to two years’ imprisonment in the peni- 
tentiary. A new trial was graoted and set for the 
present term of the court. 

Another old case was reaocketed to-day, when 
Charies P. Emmerich gave bond in the sum of 
$2,900 to answer a eharge of manslaughter. The 
warrant was issued by the Assistant Prosecuting 
Attorney at the request of Acting Circult Attorney 
Jones. Emmerich was tried and convicted in 
the Crimmal Court, but took his case to the Court 
of Appeals, where the Doding of the trial court 
was set aside this morning, on the grounds 
that the indictment was Aatally detective. 
In order two lose no time Judge Jones swore out 
ithe warrant above mentioned and had Knumerich 
arrest. Heis charged with having caused the 
death of au unfortuuate girl named Maggie Gib- 
bons who was employed li his jaundry at Sixth 
and Walnut streets in Decembér 1877 and betray- 
ed while working there. Deputy Sheriff Ehlert 
arrested Emmerich last nicht at hig home on 
‘Twentieth and Market strects.
